DID YOU KNOW 


A drive is on in the United States to develop a new class of medical practitioners called 
physicians’ aides or “assistant doctors.” They will be men and women who can handle 
routine medical work after two to five years of college-level education, compared with 
eight to twelve years required for an M.D. 

Health authorities see a bright future for the new professional group if certain prob- 
lems can be solved. A number of colleges are moving into this career field. 

Duke University, the medical school at Durham, North Carolina, takes veterans of 
armed forces’ medical training, and gives them a two-year course in practical medicine, 
working directly with doctors and patients. At graduation, they get certificates as ““physi- 
cians’ assistants.” The P.A. can take case histories, draw blood samples, check blood pres- 
sure, and do other essential but time-consuming work. About 60,000 medically trained 
men and women leave military service each year—a pool of medical manpower that Duke 
plans to tap. The University of Colorado and Ohio State University also have similar pro- 
grams of this nature. 

However, there is a big “if” to these plans as most states have laws strictly limiting the 
amount and kind of care that can be given by anyone except an M.D. Until those laws are 
amended to permit qualified medical assistants to work within these fields, ‘assistant doc- 
tors” will not have much impact in solving the United States physician shortage. 
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
